Undone Turkey Might Cause Your Undoing, Health Director Warns

be taken In Its preparation and 
cooking. If It Isn't, the family
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slly studonts became iiriilrly ill 
aftpr eating a tin-key dinner 
which had heen prepared i n the 
eentrnl kitchen of a jiitnip of 
five sludent cooperative resi­ 
dence halls. Of the 97. a total 
of S3 required hospltallzatlon 
for from five to six days. The 

mber of individuals Involved 
mnkcs this a rather striking ex­ 
ample. l>ul the same thing ean 
happen In the family kitchen If 
proper precautions of cooking 
a^e not obsei-ved.

Food Poisoning 
Occasionally, turkeys and cer­ 

tain other fowls are Infected 
with « food poisoning germ (he- 

I longing ty I he salmonella, group 
| of bacteria) that Is generally 
destroyed In the cooking pro­ 
cess. In order to destroy these 
germs. It is necessary to cook 
the turkey the required length 
of time nt the proper tempera 
lure until donp.

Many individuals have dls 
covered that turkey, or other 
poultry, slices thinner and ens- 
let- when underdone. Persons 
who are served such food, either 
when eating out or at home, 
should refuse It.

Food poisoning, due to sal­ 
monella Infection, is usually evi­ 
dent In from seven to 72 hours
